QCWA was founded in 1947 when six members of a ten-meter "round table" 
decided they should meet with other old-timers and form an Association of 
Amateur Radio operators who had been licensed for at least twenty-five years. 
These founders of the Association were

The official organization of the Quarter Century Wireless Association was 
accomplished at a meeting held on December 5, 1974. Officers elected were 
President: John Di Blasi, W2FX 
Vice Pres: George T. Droste, W2IN 
Secretary: Leon Hansen, W2FIT 
Treasurer: David Talley, W2PF 


There were 34 old-timers from the New York area present at that first 
meeting. Charter membership was expanded to include 11 more for a total of 
54 Charter Members. In the 28 years since that time, the Association has 
grown until there are now 89 chapters located in 32 states and Canada and 
Australia. Members are located in 24 countries throughout the World and 
well over 10,000 memberships have been issued. The current active member- 
ship is 7345.

We have run a couple of cross checks and have already shaken 
out some of the errors that have been accumulating over the 
past 28 years - transpositions of numbers, mis-punched numbers, 
etc., etc. Some of you will be getting notices that your QCWA 
number has been changed to conform to the original records. 


Remember, too, that the cut-off date of this Directory was 
1 January, 1976. Any new memberships or any changes received 
since the first of the year will not appear in this listing. 


If there are errors, or changes that should be made, please 
let us know. We are anxious to have these records as accurate 
as possible. We are trying very hard to give you the best 
service possible.
